The First Respons@Team 
are able to administer first 
aid, oxygen, and C.P.R., but 
are unable to transport peo- 
ple to the hospital. They 
have to wait until an ambu- 
lance arrives. The firemen 
are all very brave men. At 
one time or another, we have 
or will have to make use of 
their services, and we'll be 
glad they're there for us. 
We then went into the 
main room where Bill 
Mitchell and George Woods 
had set up for First Aid and 
had a dummy on which to 
demonstrate the Defibulator. 
(The dummy wasn’t anyone 
we knew.) Bill and, George 
gave us a quick rundown on 
First Aid and what to do for 
Bee stings, shock, and heart 
attacks. Each fire person has 
a red bag which holds over 
$400 worth of medical 
equipment. Since the 
Defibulator was purchased 
at a cost of $7000, they 
haven't had to use it (knock 


on wood). 

What we especially liked 
about this course was that 
Bill included the group in his 
presentation. He detion- 
strated on two or three of the 
ladies which ‘got a few 
chuckles. We were told that 
all our 911 calls go to King- 
ston, where they are dis-

It’s the count down to 
spring gardening activities. 
This week will mark ap- 
proximately 9 weeks to last 
frost in the Madoc area (last 
frost-free day 1s sometime in 
the beginning of June). At 
Railway Creek Farm we're 
preparing for the growing 
season by sowing seeds in- 
doors, pruning perennial 
crops, and getting ready eco- 
logically to farm. 

What to seed now 

At the farm we've just 
finished seeding leeks and 
onions into flats. The next 
crop to sow indoors will be 
some leafy greens that will 
be transplanted into cold 
frames late this month. Cold 
frames are simple wooden 
shelters covered’ with. glass 
og plastic that provide pro- 
tection from wind and frost 
to get early crops. We will 
he seeding tomatoes and egg- 
plants by the end of this 
month. If flowers are what 
vou like to grow, then now's 
the time to sow petunias, 
snapdragons, pansies and 
impatiens. Also, consider 
planting flowers that attract 
bees and beneficial insects. 
Some of these could be ber- 
gamot, mint, lavender, dai- 
sies and hollyhocks. Most 
seed packets are very good 
at explaining how and when 
to plant the seeds. 

Pruning trees and fruit 
bushes 

The next activity we do 
in the spring is the pruning 
of fruit trees and berry 
bushes. Apple trees are 
pruned now to minimize ‘sap 
bleeding’ from the wounds. 
Then they're sprayed with 
dormant oil to reduce in- 
sects. (ihe corps oil one

hibernating insects.) Next, 
when the ground is drier, I 
will begin to remove dead 
and excess canes in the rasp- 
berry patch, and then burn 
them to reduce the spread of 
disease. All perennial crops 
(including asparagus) will be 
fertilized with compost and 
natural minerals or seaweed 
fertilizer. 

Preparing for the wild- 
life ecologically 

By getting ready ecologi- 
cally, I mean making the farm 
ready for the return of per- 
ennial wildlife, such as but- 
terflies, beneficial insects and 
worms, birds, and small ani- 
mals. At this time, we put 
up new birdhouses or move 
them around to better loca- 
tions. We clean out wooden 
and gourd birdhouses, and 
repair them before the swal- 
lows, robins and bluebirds 
come to nest. We also put 
out bits of string, dog hair 
from our collie, and scraps 
of wool fibre from Jean’s 
studio for the birds to make 
nests with. We like to see 
lots of these birds come back 
each year to munch on po- 
tato beetles, cabbage worms, 
and many other insects that 
do damage to the vegetable 
crops. Even hummingbirds 
and orioles feed on insects. 

We encourage the insect 
population by providing them 
with nursery plants that give 
shelter, food, and a place to 
lay their eggs. Some insects 
like Praying Mantis will eat 
just about anything they can 
get hold of, such as potato 
beetles, cabbage worms, 
corn ear worm and so on. 
Lacewings like smaller in- 
sects like aphids, | 
and mealy bugs. Adults of 
the parasitic wasps are at- 
tracted to flowers in the 
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the nectar and shelter, and 
when ready, will lay their 
eggs inside many species of 
caterpillars, moths and 
aphids. The larvae will then 
feed on the insect from the 
inside out. 

More common insects 
such as ladybug larvae, 
ground beetles, and fireflies 
are all good bug eaters and 
should be encouraged. Bees 
and butterflies are of course 
needed to pollinate flowers. 
Many houses are full of 
ladybugs coming out in the 
warmth around windows. 
We collect some of them 
now, and place them in pa- 
per bags and put them in a 
cool place. We then release 
them in warmer weather to 
feed and mate. Soon the 
ground will be turned up by 
moles cleaning out their run- 
ways. They make excellent 
soil aerators and they will 
control white grubs that 
plague lawns. 

Start preparing for the soil 
life 

Springtime is a great time 
to read about soil ecology. 
Find out what you can do to 
ensure that the checks and 
balances of the ecosystem 
are even. Soil tests are a 
good way to determine what 
nutrients are lacking. Sev- 
eral well-built compost piles 
and rotted manure supply 


,most of our garden's nutri- 


ent needs. We plan now our 
vegetable crop rotation and 
green cover crops to maxi- 
mize all compost use and 
space. In the spring, we do 
not rake leaves unless they re 
going to be composted « or 
used as pathway mulch. 

Earthworms and bacteria 
thrive in soil with plenty of 
mulch, debris and compost. 

They break it down and turn 
it-into: food that:the plants

Marmora — The realities 
of domestic violence were 
reinforced March 27 at the 
William Shannon Room by 
two college students who, 
through the Three Oaks 
Foundation, presented an in- 
formation seminar on the 
subject. 

Lonnie MacCauley of 
Centennial College and 
Christa Thompson of St. 
Lawrence College delivered 
the seminar as part of school 
projects whose goal was to 
raise community awareness 
of domestic violence in ru- 
ral communities. 

There are three types of 
abuse, Ms MacCauley 
stated: against men, against 
women and against children. 
The 1997 statistic, however, 
tells the real story: 88 per 
cent of reported domestic 
abuse is against women. And 
it is not just physical abuse 
but includes sexual abuse 
(any non-consensual sex is 
rape, forcing a person to 
watch pornography or ex- 
posing a person to a sexu- 
ally transmitted disease) and 
emotional abuse. * 

All forms of abuse result 
in a deterioration of a wom- 
an’s confidence, self-worth 
and independence,” Ms 
MacCauley explained. 
“Abuse can include control 
of money, control of medi- 
cal attention, intimidation, 
isolation from family and 
friends, extreme jealousy, 
ridicule, denying a person’s 
human rights by denying 
food, taking away the tel- 
ephone, and threatening be- 
haviour towards the children 
or a pet.” 

One hundred women die 
each year at the hands of an 
abusive mate — and one in 

four women in Canada are 
assaulted by their intimate 
partners; 80 per cent report 
being assaulted during a 
pregnancy. Abuse of women 
who live in rural areas can 
be worsened because.of iso-

children was outlined by Ms

Three Oaks counselors 
are available 24/7 and can do 
an assessment over the tel- 
ephone (toll free at 888-275- 
0710 and without a quarter 
at a phone booth.) 

There is no fee to stay at 
the shelter; the Ministry of 
Community and Social Serv- 
ices funds the beds and the 
Foundation receives assist- 
ance from United Way and 
donations. Families get their 
own room and use a com- 
munal kitchen and the work- 
ers there will provide re- 
sources to help a woman get 
established on her own, in- 
cluding help to find lodging 
for animals for a couple of 
weeks, and prepare for 
court, if her partner is 
charged by police. The 
Foundation also provides a 
special program to help chil- 
dren who have witnessed 
abuse. 

“We work closely with 
police, crisis intervention 
teams, hospital staff and 
medical practitioners,” Ann 
explained. “We will go out to 
a woman's home if they 
have no transportation; meet 
them at the food store, 
Laundromat, library. If they 
leave, we provide toiletries, 
baby food, and diapers and 
can arrange dental services, 
if needed. It is important to 
point out that women make 
up their own mind on what 
to do in the future.” 

Three Oaks has a number 
of handouts that can be help- 
ful to a woman facing this 
dilemma, starting with a 
questionnaire to determine if 
a relationship is abusive. 
They have information on 
the cycle of violence; safety 
planning in situations of 
woman abuse; the effects of 
witnessing spousal abuse on 
elementary school-aged chil- 
dren. 

The key message to re- 
member is that abuse is NOT 
the woman's fault and, no 
matter how hard they try, the 
abuse almost always gets 
worse. 

It is a basic human right 
to live without fear of vio- 
lence. Three Oaks Founda- 
tion has the responsibility of 
responding to women in cri- 
sis. The toll free number

1976.

(NC}-Very soon the days 
will be getting hotter and 
hotter. Many products can 
contribute to significant sav- 
ings on your energy bill each 
year. These terms define 
important characteristics of 
window coverings as they 
relate to energy efficiency in 
your home. 

R- Values 

R-value measures resist- 
ance to heat flow. The 
higher the R-value, the more 
insulation the material pro- 
vides, A typical exterior wall, 
including framing, sheathing, 
fiberglass insulation and 
drywall, has an R-value of 
about 15. The building com- 
ponents which provide the 
least resistance to heat flow 
are windows. A typical dou- 
ble-glazed window (two 
panes of glass) has an R- 
value less than 2. Window 
treatment products can sig- 
nificantly increase a win- 
dow's R-value, thereby re- 
ducing both the amount of 
heat lost in winter and the 
amount of heat gained in 
summer. In the example be- 
low, a brand of 3/4" opaque 
fabric increases the winter 
R-value, of a double-glazed 
window to 4.17 and its sum- 
mer R-value to 3.33. This 
provides two benefits: lower 
utility bills and an increase of 
the home’s comfort level. 

Sound Absorption 

A brand of 3/4" opaque 
fabric has a sound absorp- 
tion of 0.40. The higher the 
number, the more sound is 
absorbed. A measurement of 
1.00 would 'indicate total 
sound absorption. 

Have you ever tried to 
carry On a conversation in a 
bare, empty room? The 
sound reverberates too 
much, making the words 
difficult to understand. This 
excessive reverberation re- 
sults from reflected sound 
waves, bouncing off the 
walls, windows, and floors. 
Carpeting and furniture help 
to absorb sound, as do some 
window coverings. Sound 
absorption helps make the 
living environment quieter 
and more pleasant.

R-Values. UV Blockage. Summer Shading Coefficient. Sound Absorption. 


Window coverings can pre- 
vent harmful ultraviolet (UV) 
rays from entering the 
home's interior and fading its 
furnishings. UV blockage is 
measured in percentages. 
Typical semi-opaque and 
opaque window coverings 
block 98% to 99% of all ul- 
traviolet rays. 


Summer Shading Coef- — 


ficient 

Summer. shading coeffi- 
cient measures the amount 
of radiated heat passing 
through a covered window 
versus a bare window. The 
lower the number, the less 
heat is transmitted. In the 
summer, less heat transmis- 
sion means a cooler room. 

A bare single pane win- 
dow has a. summer shading 
coefficient of 1.00. 

A brand of 3/4" opaque 
fabric has a summer shad- 
ing coefficient of 0.36 with 
a double-glazed window. 
The difference can be felt on 
your skin when sunlight is 
passing through the window 
by first raising and then low- 
ering the shade.

Watershed residents were 
asked to voluntarily conserve 
water in the summer and fall 
of 2001 because of drought 
conditions that prevailed 
throughout the Quinte Con- 
servation watershed area and 
most of Ontario. Flows on 
area rivers and streams were 
reduced to a trickle as a re- 
sult of scarce precipitation 
during the spring and sum- 
mer. Low water levels were 
recorded on all area rivers 
and many rural landowners 
experienced low well water 
levels. 

Low Water Response 
Team 

In 1999, also a very dry 
year, the province instituted 
a low water response plan. 
The idea was to have agen- 
cies and companies that share 
in water use and water man- 
agement, also participate in 
a plan for water conserva- 
tion. An Ontario Low Wa- 


ter Response Team co- 
ordinated by Quinte Conser- 
vation was asked to take ac- 
tion to conserve water and 


suggestions for water con-” 


servation were offered. 

A Level 2 drought condi- 
tion means that the area re- 
ceived below normal pre- 
cipitation (less than 60% of 
normal over a 3-month pe- 
riod) and stream flows 
dropped to below 50% of the 
lowest summer monthly av- 
erage. 

Level 1 Drought Calls 
For 10% Reduction 

Fall rains helped to down- 
grade the degree of concern, 
and the Quinte Conservation 
watersheds have been at a 
Level | drought condition 
since December. At Level | 
the target is a 10% reduc- 
tion in water use among all 
sectors. Quinte Conserva- 
tion continues to monitor 
water levels and precipitation 
closely.

Eileen Yzereef was born in Madoc Township and has lived there for all of her 73 
years. She started quilting at the age of 27; she learned the skills from her mother. A 
lot of ladies from Eileen’s era learned how to quilt, but nota lot stuck with it. Quilting 
is an art form that requires patience, precision, and a flair for design. In the beginning, 
Eileen made quilts that her family used. Quilting Bees were held for “a day or so” at 
a time, when women from the neighbourhood would get together. Eileen says thinking 
of those times brings back “beautiful memories.” As time went on, she realized that 
she just liked doing it; she liked expressing herself through quilting. Most of her 
designs were her own creations, although, she did use patterns from time to time. She 


completed, entirely by hand, about 30 quilts. 


In 1981, Eileen was diagnosed with 


Parkinson's Disease, but she kept right on quilting. Her last project, which she calls 


“Grandmother's Garden” was by far her biggest challenge. 


The disease had progressed, 


making the work very difficult for her. It took two years and the help of Homemaker 
Kathy McAffrey who sewed the end pieces, and neighbour/quilter Ethel Stein who 
applied the quilting. But Eileen did the rest herself. and she says it was the challenge 


that kept her at it. The 


“Grandmother's Garden” quilt has over 1,200 individual 


pieces, each of which had to be cut, placed, and stitched! This would be a challenge 
for someone in good health, never mind someone with Parkinson's Disease! Eileen 
Yzereef has produced some beautiful designs in her time, and even though she is too ill 
to work anymore, her beautiful, hand-made quilts are a testament to courage, patience, 


precision, and a definite flair for design.

of 14 firefighters in 10 min- 
ules. 

“Our concern with this 
particular guideline policy ts 
the disregard of the inherent 
differences between urban 
and rural Ontario fire serv- 
ices and the right of the mu- 
nicipality to set the level of 
service deemed adequate, 
acceptable and affordable by 
Council.” says Otonabee 
Reeve Dave Nelson. 

Mr. Nelson says the Dec. 
2001 OFM guideline back- 
tracks from one introduced 
in March, 2000 which out- 
lined the need for 10 to 14 
firefighters at the scene of a 
single dwelling fore but lett 
the response and services 
times to local Councils * to 
set their affordable levels of 
acceptable service.” 

The minimum guideline 
now suggested by. the OFM 
is something rural fire de- 
partments cannot meet, Mr. 
Nelson says.

Chief Bitten says “it is 
certainly a concern because 
nobody can do it in 10 min- 
utes (in rural Ontario).

But Chief Bitten says he 
interprets the OFM’s state- 
ment as a guideline and told 
Council that the NFTA’s 
document on response times 
-- one that clearly differenti- 
ates urban from rural sys- 
tems -- are standard. 

“It clearly states the dif- 
ference between rural and 
urban areas,” he says. 

The NFTA standard, he 
explained, is worded some- 
what similarly and says a 
department “should be able 
to assemble a firefighting at- 
tack team within 10 minutes 
of the first arriving appara- 
tus. 

“When the first apparatus 
gets there you should be able 
to have your 14 men on the 
scene within 14 minutes 
which is not unreasonable.”

if you idle your vehicle more 
than 10 seconds, you use 
more fuel that it would take 
to restart your engine; Health 
Canada-estimates that more 
than 5,000 Canadians die 
prematurely each year be- 
cause of air pollution; if 
every driver of a light-duty 
vehicle in Canada avoided 
idling for just five minutes a 
day, we would save 1.6 mil- 
lion litres of fuel and prevent 
more than 4,500 tonnes of 
CO2 from entering the at-

noting that the group would be ‘volunteers’. 

“The Marmora Mobile Watch (MMW) members would 
be an addition to the collective eyes of the community and 
the police. You may provide information about suspicious 
vehicles to the detachment. However, we can’t provide 
privileged information to volunteers, such as the name of 


‘the vehicle’s owner. 


“Calls for service’ must still come to the police,”* he ex- 
plained, “through the OPP communication centre. If calls 
-become repetitious and/or inaccurate, the calls will be 


downgraded.” 


As well, Valiquette recommended four conditions the 
group should meet: have a charter or deVelop a code of 
conduct; CPIC checks must be conducted for all volun- 
teers; MMW people cannot chase speeding cars; and the 
volunteers cannot be perceived as being harassing nor can 
they trespass on private property.

Tips to get your house

(NC}—-In a few weeks’ 
time, it will be ume to plan 
the outdoor projects that you 
would like to carry out 
around your house, in order 
to make the most of the 
summer season.

It is advisable to wait un-

“spud pile”. Available on the 
mark. t for ihe past few 
veurs, it is ver§ simpleto in- 
stall, as it works on the same 
principie as a screw.

Recently. some very sad 
news has emerged about 
cases of tuberculosis (also 
called TB) mm two very young 
babies. Both were patients at 
the Hospital for Sick Chil- 
dren mi Toronto, Tragically,, 
one iniami died. The other is 
still bemg treated. Public 
health officiais across On- 
turn: have been notified and 
asked to follow up with fam- 
ily members and others who 
may have had exposure to 
the sick babies. Given the 
current situation, it seems 
appropriate to revisit a col- 
umn I wrote last year on this 
subject. Here it is: 

We hear a lot about glo- 
balization these days. In 
most people's minds the term 
is probably linked to eco- 
nomics—trade agreements 
and tariffs. But another form 
of globalization exists. In an 
age “of increased movement 
between countries, diseases 
have also become world 
travelers. Among the most 
serious 1s tuberculosis (TB). 

Every 10 seconds, some- 
one in the world dies of TB. 
Every second, it infects 
someone somewhere in the 
world. Overall, one third of 
the world’s population is in- 
fected with TB bacteria that 
can lead to a case of the dis- 
ease. 

It’s important to know 
the difference between TB 
infection and TB disease. A 
person may have TB infec- 
tion without having TB dis- 
ease. TB is caused by bac- 
teria which enter the lungs 
first but which may also in- 
fect other parts of the body. 
A person with TB disease in 
the lungs coughs or sneezes, 
forcing the TB bacteria into 
aie air. Those exposed to 
persons with TB for pro- 
longed periods of time can 
breathe bacteria into their 
lungs. This is unlikely to hap- 
pen during a short exposure, 
on a bus or in an elevator, 
for example. 

When a person breathes 
TB bacteria into his or her 
lungs, the bacteria usually 
stay there. The immune sys- 
tem in the body traps the 
bacteria by building a wall 
around them. This is called 
TB infection. The person

Waterfalls, sloping 
sidewalls, shelves for plants 
to sit on, pumps, stones in 
the pond, plants in and also 
around the pond. 

Fish are a very important 


_ part of the ecosystem, and 


also for the guy who wants 
todo alittle fishing. That is, 
if one can keep raccoons and 
herons at bay, not only from 
fishing, or from punching 
holes in your liner. One sug- 
gestion was to put fox scent 
around your pond to keep 
those little bandits at bay. 
Winter storage was also dis- 
cussed. “Don’t feed the fish 
in the winter”, they go south 
to “Florida”, not only into 
the bottom of your pond, if 
it’s more than 24 inches 
deep. You may need a bub- 
blier to keep oxygen in the 
pond. Nitrogen from lawn 
fertilizers is bad for ponds; 
it creates extensive growth 
and depletes oxygen needed 
by fish... <2 oe.
